Inquiry Thursday showed that the city 
ordinances place no limitations of age, 
résidence or voting qualifications about 
the position of sewer; inspector, and that 
a boy of 10 or 12 could legally draw tle 
$60 a month, if he could get anyone 
to appoint him and approve his work. 

Mayor Kiel was too busy to be seen 
about the matter during the day. 

What Some Persons Say. 

Those persons who want to know the 
why and wherefore of it all have writ- 
ten their thoughts on the matter to the 
Post-Dispatch thus:

FREE: GRAND JURY 
REFUSES TO INDICT 


Zang Renews $2000 Bond Oh 
Larceny Charge and Takes 
Alive Car West. 
KILLING “LUSTIFIABLE”’ 
Circuit Attorney Says He May 


Reopen Case if He Discovers 
New Evidente. 


Henry Zang, bartender, of 2405 South 
Second stréet, who shot and killed Wes- 
ley (Red) Simon in James Mooney’s sa- 
loon, 1233 Chestnut street, was set free 


Thursday afternoon after the grand jury 
had declined to indict him for the Simon 
killing. 

Before obtaining his liberty. Zang was 
required to renew a $2000 bond for his 
appearance tO answer a charge of grand 
larceny made against him’ nearly two 

‘ears ago. The new bond was signed 
by Sam Weisman, a tailor, and accepted | | 
by Judge Koerner. 

Immediately after his release Zang 
walked from the Municipal Courts build- 
ing and went across the street to Mar- 
tin. Neiser’s saloon at 1313 Market street, 
for a drink. 

Police Guard With Him. 

He then walked north on Fourteenth 
street to Olive street and boarded a 
westbound car. A detective and a spe- 
cial policeman accompanied him as a 
guard. 

From Police Headquarters to Judge 
Koerner’s courtroom in ths Municipal 
Courts Building he was accompanied by 
three Deputy Sheriffs. 

The revolver which he turned over to 
the police after shooting Simon was not 
returned to him. 

Witnesses were examined by the grand 
jury Wednesday afternoon, under the 
direction of Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Bishop. They were the same witnesses 
who appeared at the Simon inquest. 
Harvey said no new facts were brought 
out and that the grand jury, after hear- 
ing the testimony, decided the killjng 
was justifiable. He added that he re- 
garded the grand jury’s decision as final, 
but that Zang could be indicted at any 
future time if new evidence should be 
brought forward. 

Zang was under bond to answer 
a charge of robbing a man on 
a street car in 1912. It was on this charge 
that he was arrested on his return to 
St. Louis after he had fled to Canada to 
keep from appearing as a witness at 
Simon’s trial for the murder of Emmet 
Carroll. 

Zang admitted after the Simon shoot- 
ing that he took his revolver with him 


tify as the chief witness against Simon. 
“Searching Not Their Duty.” 

Chief Allender Thursday said it was 
not the duty of the detectives detailed 
to guard Zang at the trial to search him 
for a concealed weapon. , 

“They knew they were,.not to search 
Zang,’ said Allender. “He was the man 
they were to protect. They had every 
reason to believe that if there was a 
shooting he would be the victim.

Thursday afternoon after the grand jury 
had declindd to indict him for the Simon 
killing. 

Before obtaining his liberty. Zang was 
required to renew a $2000 bond for his 
appearance to answer a charge of grand 
larceny made against him nearly two 

‘ears ago. The new bond was signed 


by Sam Weisman, a tailor, and accepted ‘ 


by Judge Koerner. 

Immediately after his release Zang 
walked from the Municipal Courts build- 
ing and went across the street to Mar- 
tin. Neiser’s saloon at 1313 Market street, 
for a drink. : 

Police Guard With Him. 

He then walked north on Fourteenth 
street to Olive street and boarded a 
westbound car. A detective and a spe- 
cial policeman accompanied him as a 
guard. 

From Police Headquarters to Judge 
Koerner’s courtroom in ths Municipal 
Courts Building he was accompanied by 
three Deputy Sheriffs. 

The revolver which he turned over to 
the police after shooting Simon was not 
returned to him. 

Witnesses were examined by the grand 
jury Wednesday afternoon, under the 
direction of Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Bishop. They were the same witnesses 
who appeared at the Simon inquest. 
Harvey said no new facts were brought 
out and that the grand jury, after hear- 
ing the testimony, decided the killjng 
was justifiable. He added that he re- 
garded the grand jury’s decision as final, 
but that Zang could be indicted at any 
future time if new evidence should be 
brought forward. 

Zang was under bond to answer 
a charge of robbing a ' man: on 
a street car in 1912. It was on this charge 
that he was arrested on his return to 
St. Louis after he had fled to Canada to 
keep from appearing as 4 witness at 
Simon’s trial for the murder of Emmet 
Carroll. 

Zang admitted after the Simon shoot- 
ing that he took his revolver with him 
o court Monday when he went to tes- 
tify as the chief witness against Simon. 

“Searching Not Their Duty.” 

Chief Allender Thursday said it was 
not the duty of the detectives detailed 
to guard Zang at the trial to search him 
for a concealed weapon. 

“They knew they were.not to search 
Zang,” said Allender. “He was the man 
they were to protect. They had every 
reason to believe that if there was a 
shooting he would be the victim. Had 
they searched him they might have been 
cited for contempt of court in searching 
a St&te’s witnegs. The defense would 
have wanted nothing better. It would 
have given them a chance to refer to 
Zang ap so desperate a man that the 
poilce found it necessary to search him 
before he took the sand.”

Twenty - Seventh Warder 


Says He Won’t Agree to} 


Force Extra Expense and 
Delay by Making People 
Vote on Reber Approach 


Ordinance. 


FOUR OTHERS ARE NOT 
COMMITTED TO PLAN 


Five Additional Organiza- 
tions Enlist in Citizens’ 
Committee’s Campaign to 
Get 31,000 Signatures to 
Initiative Petitions. 


Delegate Charles F. Stuart of the 
Twenty-seventh Ward has polled the 
doublerelection bridge program outlined 


by House leadérs at a caucus of the 17 
Democrats, Tuesday. 


Delegates Deffaa, Ford, Scully 
Monahan told Post-Dispatch reporters 
that they were not committed to the 
plan of the A. & M. 
fighting the Reber approach bonds, and 
eight of the 13 Democratic members who 
were polled by the Post-Dispatch, say 
they will support the caucus program. 

Would Mean 75 Days’ Delay. 

The effect of the Democratic caucus 
plan, if successtui, would be to compel 
a delay of 75 days in the authorization 
of bonds to complete the free bridge. 

If the petitions are filed with the Elec- 
tion Board by March 15, they may be 
certified to the Assembly in time to per- 
mit the enactment or the ordinance au- 
thorizinng a special bond election on or 
before April 1. It requires approximate- 
ly 76 days under the law for the Elec- 
tion Board to arrange a day of regis- 
tration and conduct a special election 
making June 15 approximately the earl- 
jest date on which bonds might be au- 
thorized. The Democratic leaders of 
the House propose that, instead of en- 
acting initiative ordinance as they may 
under the charter, it be submitted ‘o 
the public at such a special election, and 
if adopted then, it would necessitate tho 
holding of another special election not 
earlier than Oct. 1. 

It requires approximately 90 days from 
the date on which bonds are authorized, 
to print, advertise and sell the bonds, 
and under the House caucus plan, it 
would be impossible, with the most fa- 
vorable action by the public, to arrange 
for funds and let contracts in the pres- 
ent year for the completion of the free 
bridge. 

Following are statements made to the 
Post-Dispatch by Delegates who were 
in the caucus: 

Hebert J. Hoffner., Twenty-third 
Ward: I am in favor of the double 
election plan that was discussed at the 
caucus Tuesday night because I don’t 
think the people want to vote on the 
Reber approach bonds, which they have 
defeated three times, and I think it is 
unfair to ask the House of Delegates to 
vote for the bond election ordinance. [ 
think the whole question should be left 
to the people, but am in favor of hold- 
ing special meetings every day whefthe 
petitions come in to avoid delay in sub- 
mitting the question. 

In response to a question, Hoffner 
paid he could not see that the public

leaders, who are 


would have the same opportunity of de- | 


ciding the question under the single elec- 
tion plan as under the double election 
scheme. He said the extra cost of a 
second election would not induce him to 
change his mind and that he believed }: 
would be a waste of money to hold 
even one election on the Reber approach 
bonds. 

John Moog, Third Ward: I favor 
the plan to submit the whole question 
to the public by first submitting the ini- 
tiative ordinance. I think that is what 
the law calis for, and I do not want to 
assume responsibility for anything pro. 
posed in connection with the Reber ap- 
proach. 

Edward H. Deffaa, Seventh 
I think it is too early to decide just 
what action should be taken on the 
initiative petition to be circulated by the 
Business Men's League and other organ- 
izations. I said as much in the caucus 
the other night, and sp did Delegates 
Stuart, Owen and stéanlan. I have not 
made up my mind to stand for either 
one or two elections, and intend to 
await the petition.’ 

Thomas M. Byrne, Kighteenth 
Ward: T am for two elections if the 
Reber approach petition comes to. us. 
I agree with the plan outlined at the 
caucus Tuesday night of submitting the 
whole question to the public. I will 
never vote to do anything to help the 
Reber approach. 

Edward <A. Movahban, Twentieth 
Ward: I am not prepared to say exactly 
what I shall do if the Reber approach 
initiative petition is filled with the House 
of Delegates. J think it is a very im- 
portan: question and that the House 
members ought to consider it fully be- 
fore deciding how they will vote. I 
will reserve my decision until the pe- 
titions are filed. 

Gharies F..Stuart, Twenty-seventh 
Ward: I am opposed to forcing two 
elections on the taxpayers when one 
will be sufficient, and will vote accord- 
ingly. I think it is my duty in repre- 
senting the people of my ward to vote 
to call a bond election if a majority pe- 
tition is presented from my ward, and I 
will certainly do so whether it provides 
for the Reber, Northeast or Alton & 
Mississippi approach. 

R. Kmmett Owen, Fifteenth Ward: 
I believe we ought to give the people 
what they ask for, and that ts two elec- 
tions, as | understand it. [ am not in 
favor of the Reber approach, and if 
petitions are presented asking for it, |!

Louis Real Estate Exchange has asked 
all of its 245 members—with one excep- 
tion—to volunteer their services to cir- 
culate the initiative petitions. 

The Life Underwriters’ Association, 
with 125 members, has asked all the life 
insurance solicitors to give their serv- 
ices in the house-to-house canvass.

Repeated 10 
times the Carthage stone showed a loss 
of 1130 parts of 1,000,000; 20 times, a loss 
of 3290 parts, and at 30 times, the stone 
was shattered. * 
Tests of Ste. Genevieve Stone. 
Tests of the Ste. Genuevieve stone 
showed on being frozen 30 times a loss 
of only 510 parts for one sample, 480 
parts for another, 1950 in another and 
1620 times in another, the most severe 
tests of the Ste. Genevieve stone leaviny 
it in a better condition than the less 
severe tests left the Carthage stone. 
The Ste. Genevieve quarries were 
owned by the Merrill Construction Co. 
of St. Louis, which did not have suf- 
ficient capital to develop them to meet

‘‘Complaint is made that the Ste. Gen- 

evieve quarries are not fully developed,’ 
he said. ‘‘We have already uncovered 
enough stone to supply one-quarter of 
that needed for the capitol. An acre of 
stone of the thickness of our deposit ts 
all that is needed. In additiom to that 
we have traced the ledge back a long 
distance from the river, and we; have 
found that the thickness is uniform, and 
that we have sufficient stone to builld 
a good many structures the size of the 
Missouri capitol. 
“The Ste. Genevieve stone is abso- 
lutely free from sutures or crowfoot 
seams. Every block that is taken out is 
exactly like every other block. It is of 
a cream, almost buff color, and would 
make a magnificent building. 


K. F. Gill Fears High Prices. 
K. F. Gill of John Gill & Sons, who 


is living at the Hotel Jefferson in St 
Louis, refused to discuss for publica- 
tion his. differences with the Capitol 
Commission over the stone. He admitte:l 
having submitted a brief to the com- 
mission pointing out the superiority of 
the Ste. Genevieve stone over the Carth- 
age stone. 

It is Gill’s contention that the Carth- 
age quarries are in a combine, and that 
if he is compelled to use Carthage stone 


than the Ste. Genevieve stone. The bid 
of the Carthage quarries was $660,000. 
The Carthage quarry owners deny that 
they have a combine to fix prices, but 
admit an agreement by which ll quar- 
ries will furnish stone for the capitol, if 
Carthage stone is selected. 

W. R. Logan, one of the representa- 
tives of the Carthage quarries before 
the Capitol Commission, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“There is no combine to fix prices. 
The quarries bid separately on ‘this 
work, though we had an understanding 
that whoever received the contract 
should be supplied with stone by the 
other quarries. 

“We are greatly interested in this 
building, and it is more to our interest 
to have a perfect building than any- 
body else. We made a very low price, 
and our ‘prifit would be little if any 
more than the advertisement we would 
get. 

“The bid of the Carthage quarries was 
approximately $120,000 less than the 
Phoenix quarries, which supply the 
same kind of stone: found here. Our 

The commission’s reply to Gill’s brief 
has been expected for several days, and 
until it is issued it will not be publicly 
known whether Gill and the commission 
can come to terms on the stone, 

It is predicted in Jefferson City that 
the co ission either will notify Gill 
that his contract has been canceled on 
the ground that he has unnecessarily 
delayed construction by failihg to sub- 
mit a stone contract to meet the speci- 
fications, or that the commission will 
take no action until Gill attempts to tse 
Ste. Genevieve stone, and then will eeex 
an injunction to prevent its use. 

It is generally believed that the cap- 
itol construction will be tied up in the 
courts for months and that the comple- 
tion of the building will be delayed at 
least a year after the contract time of 
July 1, 1916.

market in this country. 

The census should be a preliminary step to the 
solution of the problem of unemployment which 
ts, under present conditions, a growing menace 
to the peace, safety and prosperity of the ‘coun- 
try. The problem of unemployment is a potent 
factor in the,.problems of vice and crime. It 
goes without saying that thousands of tunem- 
ployed men, many of them vainly seeking work 
under desperate conditions of discomfort and 
hunger, must inevitably contribute a great quota 
to the vicious and criminal elements. These 
men who would otherwise be useful and law- 
abiding citizens are driven to vice and crime. 
Dependent children, deprived-of homes, support 
and moral training, recruit the ranks of the de- 
generate. 

The problem affects our society as a whole 
fully as much as it does the unemployed indi- 
vidual, 

Of course, the permanent solution of the prob- 
lem. of unemployment leads far beyond the 
labor miarket or any device to connect the “job- 
less man with the manless job.” It touches the 
fundamentals of social and industrial equities— 
the land problem and the foundations of the so- 
cial, industrial and commercial organization. 

It is a reflection on the intelligence of the 
American people that, with such vast resources 
and such a demonstrated capacity for business 
organization, we have hundreds of thousands 
of men periodically out of work and unable to 
obtain means of subsistence. The situation illus- 
trates our blunders and failures in seeking: to 
realize the democratic ideal in the development 
lof a virgin territory. It should stimulate the 
work of reorganization on a sounder basis. 

* Meariwhile the consequences of the bad system 
must be provided for. While we are. going 
through the process of establishing justice and 
freedom we must take care of the victims of in- 
justice and ignorance. Our present efforts to 
this end are crude and futile. | 

First of all we need a nation-wide system of 
labor ‘exchange. The existing state and munici- 
pal employment bureaus are disconnected and 
more or less futile. They are helpful to some 
extent in finding local employment for the unem- 
ployed of the locality where they are operated. 
But they are helpless to shift a surplus of labor 
in one place to fill a deficiency in another. With 
or without Federal supervision there should be 
co-operation between them. This is the conclu- 
sion of the recent National Conference of Unem- 
ployment. 

Great Britain has made progress with a system 
of labor exchanges, coupled with employment in- 
surance. Germany, under its paternalistic bureau- 
cratic system, has come nearer solving the prob- 
lem of connecting unemployed men with jobs 
than any other country. It elso has unemploy- 
ment insurance, with labor exchanges that are 
well-equipped clubs for the unemployed. 

We may not be able to adapt either the British 
or the German methods to our conditions. But 
we must provide a working system which will 
fairly meet the demands of our own situation. 
Chronic and helpless unemployment represents 
an appalling human waste—a waste of human 
life and energy, an economic waste. It meags a 
continual supply of potentially useful members 
of society to the pit of the submerged. It means 
costly prisons, charity organizations and poor-

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PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION’S WORK. 

The typewritten preliminary report of the 
ident Association gives the total receipts from} # 
all sources for the year 1912-1913 as $44,124.53, 
The expenditures, on all accounts, were $47,811.04, ; 
leaving a deficit for the year of $3686.51. 

Of the expenditures, $19,563.33 went for “ma- 
terial relief,” namely, provisions, coal, clothing, 
transportation, etc. Under the head of “Socia) 
Service,” $12,635.17 is charged, representing the 
cost of securing employment, securing the co- 
operation and help of relatives and friends, pro- 
curing the services of hospitals, clinics, dispensa- 
ries, Visiting Nurse Association, Legal Aid Socie- 
ty, city and county courts, orphanages, old peo- 
ple’s homes and work in visiting homes, giving 
instruction in household economy and taking 
such steps as may lead to the needy person or 
family becoming self-supporting. Then, $3413.38 
was expended as the cost of. the institutional de- 
partments of the association, which house- and 
feed homeless mén and women and care for chil- 
Gren in the day nursery. The industrial de- 
partment, consisting of a woodyard for men and 
a sewing room and laundry for wamen, cost 
$5629.13, and finally, the “general expenses” of 
‘administration and supervision are set down as 
$6570.03. 

The report shows that 3363 families and 1076 | 
homeless persons, representing 10,282 individuals, 
came under the care of the institution in the 
year under consideration. <A, detailed account 
of the number of loaves and pounds of various 
foods given away reveals the astonishing fact 
that more than 47 tons of food was actually dis- 
tributed to needy families and persons, besides 
62 tons of coal, nearly 2000 pairs of shoes and over 
8000 garments. Rent for pwvor families to. the 
amount of $1163.63 was paid. 

It is easy to criticise work like this, because it 

takés money to run its: multitudinous activities. 
But will any of the critics volunteer to do it for 
nothing, or for Cay laborer’s pay? Could the 
police, already well supplied with duties, do it 
-| better or at all? 
To the point right now is the fact that the as- 
sociation is in great need of contributions, in or- 
der to continue its good work. The demands on 
its resources during February were very un- 
usual and have exhausted its income. Of 5000 
people asked ‘o contribute and well able to 
do so, 4500 did not respond. How: do the well-to- 
do people of St. Louis expect the burden of un- 
merited poverty to be borne, if they will not co 
their part? It is a question of keeping homes 
together, of preventing the starvation of men, 
women and little children. It is a question of up- 
holding the good name of St. Louis. 
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With the St. Louis vehicle tax sustained, we can 
look forward with increased hopefulness to the 
time when we shall collect that mill tax on street 


cars.

He says 
that generally desired home environ- 
ment,*a country residence, is rapidly 
teing made available for the great ma- 
jority of people, and that before many 
years practically all of us will live in 
the country. 

There is much evidence tn support of 
this contention. The drift house- 
» holders toward the country all the 
large cities, invluding Clevelar4, is pro- 
nounced. New York has changed so 
much in this respect that it fe possible 
to foresee it in the next few years eé- 
sentially an immense colony of business 
establishments and hotels. Suburban 
dwellings are reaching out from it for 
au distanée of & miles, and for several 
hundred miles around it country homes 
are being maintajned. 

This means a transformation of the 
general method of living, made possible 
by the electric railroad, the automobile 
and the telephone. It means better 
housing. Retail traffic is affected, since 
its existence depends upon close con- 
tact with the buyers. The movement 
may even become so general that many 
factories will eventually so out into 
the country’ and group their workmen 
about them instead of congesting in the 
city.

PENNED IN GHURGH 
19] ARE ARRESTED 


300 of New York’s Unemployed 
Break Up Catholic Service in 
Demanding Shelter. 


NEW YORK, March 5.—One hundre¢ 
and ninety-one members of the “army 
ef unemployed” were trapped in St. 
Alphonses Roman Catholic church, in 
West Broadway, and locked up by thr: 
police last night. The invasion which 
led to the raid took place just as parish- 
icners were gathering for a specia: 
Lenten service. Many knelt in praye; 
about the church. Frank Tannenbaum, 
the leader, and nis followers entered 
without invitation or permission. They 
were sent to Night Court. 

Tannenbaum was held in $5000 ball for 
examination today on a charge of incit- 
ing to riot, which is a felony. The sec- 
ond prisoner booked at the MacDougal 
street station had $780 in bills. Most of 
tle others were penniless. Razors, bits 
of jagged giass an‘ dozens of pen knives 
were found on the floor of the church, 
where the men had thrown them. 

Stretched in double column over three 
blocks and numbering about 700, the I. 
W. W. members descended on the 
church at 8 o'clock. They were led by 
Tannenbaum, Joseph O’Brien and Gussie 
Miller and Jane Wat. 

Goaded on hy Speakers. 

For more than an hour they had stood 
in Rutgers Square listening to speeches 
by their leaders, in which they were 
urged to demand food, clothing and 
shelter, not to give thanks for it and to 
refuse work unless paid 30 cents an hour 
for an elg\t-hour day. 

Part of the oratory had taken the 
form of a dialogue between Tannenbaum 
ard Miss Est, who had described her- 
scif as a suffragist and declared:* ‘‘The 
French freed themselves by bloodshed,”’ 
ard Tannenbaum cried out in reply: 
“Yes, and that is what the I. W. W. is 
golng to do in this country.”’ 

When the church was reached 360 
obeved Tannenbaum’'s order, and the 
others gathering in the high stoop be- 
fore tha church and the rectory. The 
men poured through three sets of dou- 
ble doors. They brushed against kneel- 
ing women and disturbed all those at 
worship as they filled the pews. 

Tannenbaum and his two women com- 
panions were at the front. He was ac- 
costed by Lay Brother Adrian. 

‘“‘Have you permission to enter here?” 
Brother Adrian asked. 

‘No,’ Tannenbaum replied, ‘“‘but Jt 
looked like a nice place and we just 
came in to sleep.’’ 

Tannenbaum, in charge of Detectives 
Gildea and Gegan, and followed by re- 
porters, went into the rectory. There 
Father Schneider was apprised of what 
had happened. A look of horror spread 
over his face as he learned how his 
church had been invaded. 

“Why did you come here without fn- 
vitation?’’ the priest demanded. 

“Well, the Protestants had taken care 
of us for three nights and we thought 
we would give the Catholics a chance,”’ 
Tannenbaum explained. ‘‘We thought it 
was in accord with the spirit of Christ.’ 

“IT don’t want to argue that,’ the 
priest replied. ‘I don't see why vou 
don’t go to work. You cannot stay in 
my church.’’ The detectiv es hustled him 
back to the church. 

Church Scene of Disorder. 

Meantime inside the church the scene 
was one of disorder and fear. 

Father Hanley, assistant rector, 
climbed up on @ rear pew and cried: 

“You cannot profane this church. The 
blessed sacrament is here. You must 
leave.” 

“We will die before we will let vou 
stay,’’ muttered Brother Peter, who 
stood near the priest. 

The men started to rise, but from the 
rear came voices calling to them: 

“Sit down! We have a right to stay. 
Do not be afraid!’’ 

At the first hint of trouble more than 
100 of the army. fled to the street. Those 
who tried to get out after the first rush 
found their’ way barred by. police re- 
inforcements, 

“Wait here,”’ the policemen told them; 
“until we decide what to do with you.’ 

Commissioner McKay ordered out the 
reserves and-all in the edifice were 
taken to police station. It was just 
previous to this that. the invaders, 
scenting arrest, threw away knives, raz- 
ors, scissors, jagged pieces of glass and 
other deadly instruments. 

Pozens of them knelt in pews or aisles 
and tried to pretend they were there for 
divine service. At one time there were 
ll patrol wagonsintheblock. <A few of 
the prisoners fought but the police re- 
frained from swinging their clubs. 

Commissioner McKay and Deputies 
Rubin and Dahiel witnessed the arrests 
and ordered each one be charged with a 
felony. Miss Gussie Miller, the onlv 
} woman arrested, was plainly frightened. 
Miss Pst was not taken to the station. 

Tanenbaum Refuses to Plead. 

Tannenbaum looked the picture of 
misery. 

“What have you to say? -Guilty or not 
guilty?” asked Magistrate Campbell. 

Tannenbaum did not answer nor aig 
he look up. 

“Guilty or not guilty?” repeated the 
Magistrate. ’ 

Still Tannenbaum did not answer and 
the Magistrate said: 

“Tannenbaum, you are charged with 
inciting to riot and are held in $6000 bail 
for further examination.”’ 

At the mention of $6000 bail Tannen- 
baum exclaimed: “Phew!’’ 

Tannenbaum gave his age as 21 (yes- 
terday was hjs birthday): He Is single 
and a waiter. He added that he came 
from Austria. , 

The other prisoners were held in $100) 
bail each.

CITY'S DESTITUTE 


Provident Association Makes An- 
other Appeal to the Public 
for. Contributions. 


» 


The St. Louis Provident Association, 
with less than enough money on hand to 
meet a week’s requirements, finds ‘t 
necessary to make another appeal fo: 
assistance. Unless contributions are 
quickly made the association will be un- 
able to relieve destitution and will have 
te turn applicants away. 

The demands upon the association have 
been greater than usual this winter, dye 
to lack of employment and the continued 
severe weather of February, which pre- 
vented many on the association's relicf 
ist from becoming self-supporting and 
drove many others to apply for help who 
would have .been able ‘to struggle 
through if the weather had been mild. 
Many of these have had to ask for help 
for the first time in their lives. 

Aid Will Be Needed Later. 

More distress will be encountered in 
March, April and May than usual, and 
provision also must be made for the usu- 
al distress that comes in.the summer. 

As many as 140 families applied for re- 
lief in one day. For relief funds for the 
rest of the yvear the association is de- 
pendent upon voluntary contributiops. 

The greater part of the relief is need- 
ed for families in their homes, but ‘the 
association also provides in the men’s 
lodge for convalescent, enfeebled and 
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bandicapped men, in the women’s lodge 
for stranded and homeless women and 
children, and in the day nursery for the 
children of mothers who must. go out to 
work, and it suplies special aid to chil- 
dren to enable them to attend school. 

The expenditures in February were 
$9000 and in January $8000, while in De- 
cember they were only $5000 and in No- 
vember $5000. In November 671 families 
were cared for, in December, 1119 and in 
January 124. The February statistics 
are not complete. 

-For the fiscal year ending Oct. 31, the 
total income was $44,124.53 and the to- 
tal expenditures were $47,311.44, an ex- 
cess of $3,686.51 over the income. 

How Relief Is Given. 

The relief expenditures are of four 
kinds. Material relief includes  pro- 
visions, coal, clothing, moving, rent, 
transportation, medicine and surgical in- 
struments, etc. Relief in the form of gso- 
cial service includes finding work for 
the unemployed, obtaining the co-opera- 
tion and help of relatives, friends, lodg- 
es, churches, former employes, etc., pro- 
curing the services of other specialized 
institutions, instruction and .ecncourage- 
ment in saving, household economy and 
industry, promoting the family’s perma- 
nent betterment, developing self-support 
when possible and making permanent 
humane provision for those who are per- 
manently dependent. 

Relief through the iInstitutfonal Je- 
partments includes temporary meals and | 
lodging for incapacitated men and forf 
stranded.or homeless women and chil- 
dren, and care for children of employed 
women. Industrial department relief 1s 
through the woodyard for men and tlie 
sewing room and laundry for women.
